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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 1A, 1B and 2B should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated.

Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: the recitation 
"capacitanceof should be --capacitance of--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Scoggins, US 
Patent No. 6,469,587. 
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Scoggins discloses a linear tuning varactor circuit (figure 5) comprising: a 
plurality of single-end varactor circuit (V1 , V2), each having a tuning terminal (End of 
R16) and a reference voltage terminal (-), the single-end varactor circuits coupled in 
series, a tuning terminal of a first single-end varactor circuit adapted to receive a tuning 
voltage for tuning a capacitance of the varactor circuit (Vcntrl), a reference voltage 
terminal (end of R17) of a last single-end varactor circuit (V2) adapted to receive a 
reference voltage as a reference level (-); and a voltage divider (R15 and R17), having a 
first terminal (end of R15), a plurality of voltage dividing terminals (ends of R15 and 
R17) and a second terminal (N3), the first terminal (end of R15) couple to the tuning 
terminal (N1 via V1 ) of the first single-end varactor circuit (V1 ), the second terminal (end 
of R17) coupled to the reference voltage terminal (-) of the last single-end varactor 
circuit (V2), wherein the voltage dividing terminals (ends of R15 and R1 7) of the voltage 
divider are coupled to nodes (N2 and N3) of the single-end varactor circuits, and each 
of the voltage dividing terminals has a divided voltages (voltages are divided from "-"), 
which results from dividing a voltage difference between the tuning voltage and the 
reference voltage by the voltage divider with a pre-set voltage dividing ratio (the 
function is inherently present in the structure because the structure is the same as 
recited in the claim). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the best prior art of record, Scoggins, taken alone or in combination of other 
references, does not teach or fairly suggest "a third single-end varactor circuit" (Claims 
5 and 6) or "the voltage divider further comprises a plurality of resisters coupled in 
series" (Claim 7), as set forth in the claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Seppinen et al. discloses a voltage controlled capacitance elements..
